Council Refreezes Hill 


Restrictions on building in cer- 
tain portions of Albany Hill have 
been extended for another eight 
months by action of the City 
Council at their regular meeting, 
August 28, 

Ordinance 72-05, the original 
freeze, was repassed by a unani- 
mous vote with no discussion by 
the Council members. Although 
the ordinance was on the agenda 
as a Public Hearing no one from 
the community spoke for or 
against the proposition. 

In another Public Hearing, the 
rezoning application of Bernard 
Choden was denied, as recom- 
mended by the Planning and Zon- 
ing Commission.

Rats Invade -

Another Wait For Hill 


In what was almost a repeat 
of the action at the August 21 
City Council meeting, the Albany 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
voted to hold over making any 
decision on the Albany Hill re- 
zoning request made by Inter- 
state General Corp, at their Aug- 
ust 22 meeting. 

Although the hearing was 
called to discuss the subject of 
rezoning 19 acres of Interstate 
General's property from) R1-HC 
(single family-hill control) to R3- 
HC (multi-family residential-hill 
control), speakers drifted to oth- 
er subjects including Pierce 
Street traffic, overcrowded 
schools, off-street parking, the 
1985 General Plan and the al- 
ways-present taxes, 

Robert O’Donnell, speaking as 
a representative of Interstate 
General, indicated that little mar- 
ket potential exists for the con- 
struction of single-family dwel- 
lings on the steep slopes of the 
hill, because the high land cost 
makes such development econom- 
ically prohibitive.

told that in a conversation with 
the developer’s representatives, 
Albany School Superintendent 
Kenneth Forry indicated that “Al- 
bany schools could handle the 
anticipated increase as long as 
the students were spread over 
the various grade levels. 

Tuesday night’s audience were 
also told that it is not antici- 
pated that many children would 
be living in the complex, and that 
it is quite possible it would be a 
completely ‘‘adult community,” as 
this type of project is not con- 
dusive to families with small 
children. 


One Albany resident, who said 
she was ‘‘not quite sure” whether 
she was in favor of the project 
or not, felt that everyone should 
have more information before 
making a decision.

I am writing this letter from 
the viewpoint of both an Albany 
citizen and as a police official of 
this city. 

As a citizen I -would like to 
state that in my opinion, the Al- 
bany Hill Project would be one 
of the finest usages made of that 
piece of property. It seems to 
me that it accomplishes just 
about everything that could be 
wanted. It does not despoil the 
open space on the hill but does 
improye the sight value of the 
excavated area on the flat por- 
tion, It provides for a sorely 
needed increase in our population 
and creates a greater property 
value. Both of these assets are 
extremely desirable from a tax 
standpoint. The placement of the 
proposed buildings has been ex- 
tremely well planned and the 
buildings themselves from an 
aesthetic point of view seem to 
“make” the project. I sincerely 
hope that you gentlemen see fit 
to cooperate in any way possible 
to see that this sorely needed and 


highly desirable project can be-} 


come a reality. 

As a police official I would like 
to make a couple of comments. 
First of all it is highly unlikely 
that the building of this complex 
will create any appreciable addi- 
tion of men to our department. 
A conversation with Mr. Harry 
Hollenbeck revealed that the Al- 
bany Hill Project will have its 
own internal security force on a 
24 hour basis. From this stand- 
point I am sure that the coverage 
will be adequate. Furthermore, 
because of the types of tenants 
involved, I feel certain, will cre- 
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some ee | are Le it will 
be, I believe that with some’modi: 
fications that Pierce Street will 
be able to handle all traffic both 
at the Albany off-on ramp and at 
Central Avenue. I do not be- 
lieve that there will be as much 
traffic in those areas as there is 
in the 400 block of Evelyn Ave- 
nue, which is 30 feet from curb 
to curb with parking on both 
sides, created by the El Cerrito 
Plaza users, 

Again I would like to reiterate 
that both as a citizen and as a 
police official I give my highest 
endorsement to the Albany Hill 
Project.

Editor, the Times: 

Once again the City of Albany 
has reached the crossroad of de- 
velopment, The road to the right 
could lead to improvement and 
prosperity while the road in the 
other direction could lead to the 
despair of passing up an oppor- 
tunity that may never be repeat- 
ed. Certainly Albany’s tax struc- 
ture could be greatly rewarded 
by the right choice. 

The Fire Department has re- 
ceived numerous calls from citi- 
zens requesting information re- 
garding the impact on the fire 
service that might be made by 
the high-rise buildings in our 
area. Two concerns seem to be 
envisioned by the questions: 

1. Will the high-rise site, due 
to its location, necessitate anoth- 
er fire station within the City of 
Albany? 

The answer is no. A trial run 
to this location proved the re- 
sponse time to be two minutes 
and 17 seconds while presently 
the response time to the north- 
east corner of our city is one and 
one-half minutes longer. 

2. Will the high-rise buildings 
mean that costly special fire 
equipment such as aerial ladders, 
ladder trucks, etc. must be pur- 
chased to furnish fire protection 
to the proposed buildings? 

Again the answer is no. To- 
day’s firefighting in high-rise 
buildings has been greatly re- 
duced by built-in automatic fire- 
protection features. Automatic 
alarms, fire sprinklers, detection 
systems, standpipes, etc., are sup- 
plemented by rigid building codes 
insuring extensive fire protec- 
tion. Fire protection. in high-rise 
buildings must be looked at with 
the proper perspective resulting 
in engineering to fit the build- 
ings. I am certain that our de- 
partment, with the cooperation 
of the building department, shall 
present a very rigid fire protec- 
tion program, 

Basically, the seeds for pro- 
gress have been planted and 
whether they germinate or. not, 
depends upon public opinion.
